City Council Raises Taxes 4.5¢ 
“Times Are Tough,” Says Roberts

After apparently having said 
it-all at a series of budget 
worksessions and a public hear- 
ing, and after having made final 
decisions at a budget 
Worksession the previous Tues- 
day, the Greenbelt City Council 
proceeded to adopt a record 
$13,132,100 budget and raise 
the city property tax rate by 4.5 
cents without discussion. Three 
citizens watched council com- 
plete its budget work. 

Before adopting the budget 
submitted by the city manager, 
council made a number of 
agreed upon changes that in- 
creased revenue estimates by 
$98,500 and used the newly 
found monies to add in a vari- 
ety of expenses not included in 
the manager’s proposal. Added 
expenditures actually amounted 
to $25,000 more, because staff 
had determined that health in- 
surance costs would be that 
much below the original budget 
estimates. 


Council Comments 
After the deed was done, 
each Councilmember was. given 
the opportunity to make a final 


comment on the budget and the 
budget process. Leading off, 
Rodney Roberts said, “This is 
not the best budget I’ve ever 


worked on . . . I don’t like to 
raise taxes ... but times are 
tough.” 


Mayor pro tem Judith Davis 
commended City Manager 
Danie!

the problems that the city is 
facing in financing city ser- 
vices. As long as the citizens 
want the services that keep this 
the kind of community that it 


is, it was necessary to increase - 


the tax rate. After noting that 
city employees will not receive 
any cost-of-living salary adjust- 
ment, she said, “Everyone is 
suffering. Everyone is taking 


hits somewhere along the line. 
That’s as fair as we can do.” 

Thomas White noted that 
when the budget process began, 
the manager had advised the 
council that a 12 cent tax rate 
increase would be necessary to 
fund existing levels of city ser- 
vice plus full year funding of 
the new community center. By 
the time the budget was submit- 
ted, staff had done a lot of 
whittling of costs to reduce the 
need for increased taxes. 
Council, in turn, informally 
agreed not to add anything 
without finding the cash to pay 
for it. Although only $98,000 
worth of changes were made, 
they reflect mostly program 
changes made by the council. 
“Considering the level of ser- 
vices we provide to our citizens 
and how we provide it,” White 
said, “I think this budget is tol- 
erable and I support it.” 

“I see this tax rate increase 
as what is needed to operate 
the community center,” Edward 
Putens said. He believes that 
otherwise the staff has done 
what was necessary to hold the

New USDA Headquarters at BARC: . 
or Is It on HOLD? 


Is It a “GO”

With a $13,132,100 budget 
providing a 4.5 cent tax rate in- 
crease routinely adopted without 
debate or citizen protest at a 
regular Greenbelt City Council 
meeting held on May 20, the 
council turned its attention to 
dealing with a more controversial 
situation—the construction of a 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) headquarters office cam- 
pus on Beltsville Agricultural Re- 
search Center (BARC) property 
on the south side of Sunnyside 
Avenue west of the CSX railroad 
tracks. The subject was placed 
on the agenda after City Clerk 
David Moran advised the council 
that he had been told by Con- 
gressman Hoyer’s office that the 
Secretary of Agriculture had given 
final approval to the project. 

The city staff began to look 
into the status of the project after 
it had received a copy of an E- 
mail letter sent to BARC employ- 
ees advising that the construction 
was expected to begin in the next 
few weeks. The letter further 
asked employees not to express 
their personal views on this 
project. 

Mayor Antoinette Bram re- 
ported that she had checked with 
Michael V. Sazonov, Project Man- 
ager for USDA who will oversee 
the construction of the office 
complex if it is approved, after 
she had heard that trucks belong- 
ing to an engineering firm were 
observed in the area. Bram was 
told that the Agriculture Secretary 
had not yet approved the project 


and that the city would be noti- 
fied when approval was made. 
He also advised that there would 
be six months of design before 
construction would begin. 

But Moran had checked with 
Hoyer’s staff. After first being 
told that the project was not ap- 
proved, he was later told that a 
high level official in the Agricul- 
ture Department had confirmed 
that the Secretary had signed off 
on the project. He was further 
told that it was due to an over- 





























After a hectic day of con- 
tacting various people at the 
Department of Agriculture, 
the Beltsville Agricultural Re- 
search Center, the National 
Capital Planning Commission 
and Congressman. Steny 
Hoyer’s office, the News Re- 
view is unable to verify 
whether or not the headquar- 
ters facility to be built at 
BARC has received final ap- 
proval. According to Hoyer’s 
office, the Office of Assistant 
Agriculture Secretary Wardel 
C. Townsend has confirmed 
that a decision to move ahead 
on the project has been made 
by Secretary of Agriculture 
Dan Glickman. However, 
Walter Aughenbaugh, Chief 
of Engineering at USDA, has 
told the News Review that 
the. secretary has not yet 
made a decision and that the 
project is still on hold. 


sight that the city had not been 
notified of the approval and that 
notification letters were being 
prepared. 
Sick Feeling | 
Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts said that he had had a “sick 
feeling to my stomach” when he 
had first heard that the .project 
had been approved. He felt that 
the Congressman knew more 
about the situation than what was 
being told to the city and that it 
was tied in some way to the 
pressure placed on council by op- 
ponents to narrowing Cherrywood 
Lane for automobile traffic in or- 
der to provide for bicycle lanes. 
Discussion centered on legal 
recourse and sending letters of 
protest. City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi was asked to prepare an 
outline to assist council in taking 
action along the “environmental 
front” to prevent the project. A 
city study had indicated that ac- 
cess road improvements on 
Edmonston and Sunnyside would 
detrimentally impact on wetlands. 
Councilmember Thomas White 
proposed sending letters to Vice 


‘President Al Gore and Katie 


McGinty, Chairman for Environ- 
mental Quality, who White felt 
might take a personal interest in 
the matter. This information will 
be provided to the Council at its 
next meeting. Manzi also pro- 
posed meeting in executive 
Worksession following the-coun-

Vote No to Central 
GHI Collection Sites 


I recently received the 
Greenbelt Public Works De- 
partment/GHI Refuse Collec- 
tion Survey, and want to share 
with all GHI Members the 
comments I sent to Public 
Works on one question. 

I am vehemently opposed 
to idea of central collection 
points in GHI courts for sev- 
eral reasons: 

1. This could not possibly 


be done universally. There 


are a number of courts that 
simply have no place to es- 
tablish a central collection 
point. Look at 1, 3, & 4 
Courts Southway, and 15, 58, 
59 & 62 Courts Ridge as but 
some examples. Presumably 
such courts would have to 
continue to receive door-to- 
door pickup which would be 
unfair to Members in other 
courts. 

2. Even in those courts 

where there is, at least theo- 
retically, someplace that a 
central collection point could 
be established, it could not be 
done without taking away al- 
ready precious. parking spaces 
and/or green space. 
. 3. We have many elderly 
and/or handicapped Members 
who would find it anywhere 
from very difficult to impos- 
sible to haul their trash and 
recyclables to a central loca- 
tion, especially in the larger 
courts such as 4/6/8 Courts 
Plateau Place. 

4. Central collection 
points tend to often look 
‘trashy.’ There are generally 
two reasons for this: (1) Not 
everyone is careful to be sure 
that all their materials are prop- 
erly placed in the containers, 
and: (2) the containers cannot 
always handle the volume. In 


the latter case, people simply 


are not going to haul their trash 


* back home, but rather will 


leave it outside the containers. 
Before mixed paper was al- 
lowed to be collected curbside, 
I often took cardboard, white 
paper and mixed paper to the 
recycle center. Many’s the time 
I saw things stacked up on, 
next to or below the ramp be- 
cause the bins were full. We 
don’t need this trashy look in 
GHI. 

Central trash and recyclable 
collection points in GHI courts 
is an idea whose time has not 
yet come, and in my view 
should never come! 

I urge all GHI members to 
oppose this proposal!

New Deal Cafe Has Financial Problems

The New Deal Cafe may 
close its doors in a few weeks. 
This fact was a major theme of 
the Cafe’s open board meeting, 
Saturday night, May 11 at the 
cafe. 

Amy Hansen, Board presi- 
dent, said, “Our goal is to stay 
open.” With the upcoming June 
elections, the board hoped the 
new board members would 
bolster the Cafe’s efforts. 

The Cafe’s original goals 
were to gain 500 members and 
to acquire its own space. In- 
stead, membership has re- 


mained around 100 and capital 


has been depleted to meet 
losses. In spite of the discour- 
aging news, members remained 
optimistic. The current board 
recently renegotiated the lease, 
reducing the rent from $80 a 
night to $50 a night, and short- 
ening the cafe’s hours, to close 
at eleven instead of midnight. 
Cafe members have been do- 
nating their skills by cooking 
dinner and dessert dishes for 
patrons in the Community 
Center’s kitchen to reduce ex- 
penses. Don Comis’s huge 
blueberry muffins have been 
popular. The board admitted it 
started the cafe with insuffi- 
cient capital not wanting to 
hose the enthusiasm of the 
community by waiting a long 
time before opening. Limited 


hours, the weather, the chang- 


ing menu, and the lack of a 
steady flow of patrons were 
cited as contributing factors to 
the Cafe’s financial problems. 
The Cafe’s fixed costs are 
about $150 a night and average 
revenue is about $75 a night, 
in spite of the fact that many 
nights the tables are full. 
Michael Eppolito, the man- 
ager, said the cafe was busy 
only from 8 p.m. until 10 p.m., 
not long enough to generate 
the needed income. Eppolito 
also said he needed more vol- 
unteers but volunteers get 
bored because business is so 
slow. Compensating volunteers 
with food credits and changing 
the number of shifts was con- 
sidered. Eppolito said custom- 
ers liked the desserts and 
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meals but also wanted standard 
fare. “I think the kitchen may 
become profitable .... we need 
to establish a reputation ... I 
have lots of ideas but no time 
to cook and no storage.” 

Alan Turnbull said of the 
upcoming board elections that 
he had gotten good response 
from members he contacted. 
There would be no problem 
filling the four vacancies. 
Eppolito stated he wanted the 
candidates to express their vi- 
sion of the cafe and their ideas 
for its future at the election 
meeting. 

Entertainment, while a 
popular feature, was not pull- 
ing in income. Trevor Siegel, 
the new entertainment coordi- 
nator, had many ideas for ex- 
panding the cafe’s range of 
music including holding a 
summer music series on the 
lawn and a battle of the bands. 
He is also pursuing other ad- 
vertising venues such as the 
City Paper and the Washington 
Post’s Weekend section. 

Members expressed concern 
over retaining and developing 
a sense of community. Sug- 
gestions for making name tags 
for volunteers and holding spe- 
cial member events were ac- 
cepted. | 

Plans to continue seeking 
ways to attract members and 
patrons were then discussed. 
Having a portable coffee dis- 
play as a way to publicize the - 
cafe was mentioned but the 
board cautioned against more 
expenditures of time and 
money since the cafe lacked 
volunteers and capital. Two 
ideas were accepted, & coffee- 
tasting event May 24, and.a 
table at the Labor Day Festi- 
val.

The Prevention of Blindness 
Society encourages all parents to 
have their preschooler’s eyes ex- 
amined by an eye doctor or at 
least vision screened for develop- 
mental eye problems. 

All children need to have their 
vision tested before they enter 
kindergarten. The ages of three 
to four years are critical in the 
development of a child’s vision 
and if problems are not detected 
early serious vision loss can oc- 
cur, 

A major cause of vision loss 
among this age group is 
amblyopia (lazy-eye) which can 
be treated successfully if diag- 
nosed in time.

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Rate May Not Be The Best, 
But It’s Better than Some 


by James Giese 

(This is the second in a Se- 
ries of articles on crime in 
Greenbelt. In this article, 
Greenbelt will be compared 
with other area cities and gov- 
ernmental jurisdictions in or- 
der for the reader to get a bet- 
ter idea of how serious the 
crime problem is for our city. 
In the first article it was re- 
ported that crime occurrences 
in 1995 remained about the 
same as for the previous year. 
The trend over the past five 
years,-however, has been for 
the number of crimes to in- 
crease annually.) 

If you want to live in a low 
crime community, Greenbelt is 
not the best place in which to 
live. But it is far from being 
the worst. This conclusion is 
reached by comparing crime 
data for Greenbelt with other 
jurisdictions. 

Crime data for all jurisdic- 
tions is compiled annually by 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation and published in a uni-

form crime report. The Mary- 
land State Police compile the 
same data for all Maryland ju- 
risdictions. The Uniform Crime 
Reports for last year, 1995, are 
not yet available. So for this 
article, 1994 statistics have 
been used. When the new 
crime reports come out in an- 
other month or two, they will 
be reviewed to note any sig- 
nificant changes. 


Not All of the Crime 

Not all crime data is re- 
ported in the uniform reports. 
Seven major categories of 
crime are followed, the so- 
called Class I crimes. Of these, 
four categories involve crimes 
against persons. These are 
called violent crimes and con- 
sist of murder, rape, robbery, 
and assault. The three cat- 
egories of crime involving 
property are burglary, theft and 
motor vehicle theft. 

In recording crimes for 
jurisdictions, there are prob- 
lems in compiling data because 
multiple law enforcement agen- 
cies may be involved. In 
Prince George’s County, for 
example, besides the county 
police, there are numerous mu- 
nicipal departments, the Mary- 
land State Police, the Mary- 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission Park Po- 
lice, the Sheriff’s Department, 
the U.S. Park Police and 
probably others. It is also hard 
for. police to keep track of 
jurisdictional boundaries 

Besides these problems in 
recording the statistics, there 
can also be differences in how 
different. law enforcement 
agencies classify their crime 
data. In the past, there have 
been differences in the manner 
of compiling Statistics by the 
Greenbelt Police Department 
and clerical errors in their be- 
ing reported. It can be ex- 
pected that similar problems 
exist throughout the country. 
Therefore crime data can not 


s 


be taken as fully reliable. Still, 
it is the best available informa- 
tion that we have. 


Makeup Affects Crime 
The makeup of a community 
can significantly affect the 
amount and character of crime 
within it. Commercial areas in 
general, and different types of 
commercial areas can generate 


certain types of crimes, such 


as shoplifting. A town with a 
large commercial area, there- 
fore, is apt to have a lot more 
crime than a town of the same 
population without a large 
commercial center, although 
their residential neighborhoods 
may be equally safe. Well-to- 
do communities are apt to ex- 
perience more residential bur- 
glaries, because the thief is 
more likely to find valuable 
items to steal and sell. For 
many years, Greenbelt has had 
a high incidence of auto thefts. 
Its placement on the Beltway 
and its having large apartment 
development parking lots has 
made the city a virtual shop- 
ping center for auto thieves. 

Greenbelt’s 1994 crime rate 
of 70 crimes per 1,000 popula- 
tion (7,037 per 100,000 pop.) 
is high for suburban communi- 
ties between 10,000 and 
25,000 population. However, it 
is lower than that of its neigh- 
boring communities’ of 
Riverdale, New Carrollton and 
College Park. It’s far below 
that of the crime rates for our 
neighboring big cities, Wash- 
ington and Baltimore, and a 
little below that for all of 
Prince George’s County. (See 
table on this page.) 

Better Violent Crime Rates 

Greenbelt’s high crime rate 
is due in part to high rates for 
property crimes such as car 
thefts and shopliftings. When 
Greenbelt is compared with 
other jurisdictions for violent 
crimes, it compares more favor- 
ably. For example, our neigh- 
bor, the little town of Berwyn 
Heights has a lower crime rate 
overall than Greenbelt, but has 
a higher violent crime rate. In 
violent crimes, Greenbelt is be- 
low the average for the State as 
a whole. Not only is Greenbelt 
below the State, it’s violent 
crime rate is less than that for 
the Washington Metropolitan 
Statistical Area and for all 
jurisdictions combined in the 
middie Atlantic area of the 
country. 

Still. there are areas nearby 
to Greenbelt that are experi- 
encing less than half as many 
crimes as are occurring here. 
Of the selected jurisdictions 
studied for this article, the 
little suburban city of Vienna, 
Virginia came out the winner. 
For every ten Class I crimes 
Greenbelt had in 1994, Vienna 
had four. For every ten violent 
crimes Greenbelt had, Vienna 
had two.

TV Star Malik Yoba Speaks at ERHS on Hate

At Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, April 22 was a good day. 
It was a Monday, so to have a 
good day was somewhat strange 
to many of the students, as well 
as a few teachers. The school 
had a special visitor, complete 
with a message aimed straight for 
the kids of ERHS. 

Malik Yoba, from the hit FOX 
show “New York Undercover,” 
came to Roosevelt to “celebrate 
life.” He did not do it for pub- 
licity or to improve his image to 
the youth of the area. He came 
simply to say that we must lear 
to “check ourselves” before we 
do something we might regret. 


He shared with the students a 


story about how he was ready to 
“knock off [his super’s] head” 
when he told Yoba that his tub 
could not be fixed for three days. 
He stepped back, realized that he 
didn’t want to hurt anyone (not 
to mention get sued), told his su- 
per that he knew what needed to 
be done, and left. 

The first part of Yoba’s pre- 
sentation consisted of the short 
movie “What’cha Gonna Do 
About Hate?” It showed children 
of different races pulling together 
to stop the hatred in their neigh- 
- borhood through songs and work- 
ing together to turn a vandalized 
wall into a mural depicting love 
between all ethnicities. Yoba 
then appeared from behind the 
curtain in the auditorium, to the 
delight of students and faculty 
members alike. He and the group 
City Kids performed many origi- 
nal songs. Jason Kenworthy, 
Nigel Holder, and _ Lorielle 
Edwards, all seniors at ERHS, 
had the opportunity to perform 
with the group. . They incorpo- 
rated a speech written by 
Kenworthy into the first song 
about how violence makes them 
feel. Yoba then asked for a mo- 
ment of silence in remembrance 
of Gary White, Jr., Julie 
Ferguson, and C.J. Brown. 


Harrowing Experience 
Perhaps one of the most mov- 
ing moments in the assembly was 
when Yoba shared the most har- 
rowing experience of his life; he 
was shot at age 15 and came 


“within a quarter of an inch of 
becoming a paraplegic and half 
an inch away from death.” He 
now bears the scar on his neck as 
a symbol of what he stands for: 
stopping teenage violence. Yoba 
recalled how his life flashed be- 
fore his eyes and he asked him- 
self, “What have I done with my 
life?” It was then that he knew 
that he needed to tell the youth 
of America to stop the violence. 
While he is still a “violent person 
inside,” he has learned to control 
and even “whittle away” at that 
person hiding in his body. 

At the end of the program, 
Yoba invited the family and 
friends of Gary White, Jr., who 
was killed on March 23, to join 
him on the stage. Yoba pro- 
ceeded to hand the microphone 
over to Mr. and Mrs. White, who 
thanked everyone for their sup- 
port and encouraged the youth to 
stop the hate; to stop the vio- 
lence. 


Why Yoba Came 

It was actually Gary’s death 
that brought Yoba to Roosevelt. 
He remembered taking pictures 
with ROTC cadets during the 
Presidential Visit, and feared at 
first that the cadet who had al- 
most “jumped out of his uni- 
form” when he saw him. during 
this visit had been the victim. 
Later he realized it was another 
cadet, but still wanted to reach 
out to the students and touch 
their lives. 

A few students had the oppor- 
tunity to have lunch with Yoba 
and the City Kids after the pro- 
gram. There Yoba continued to 
stress that everyone needed to 
cooperate and learn to use pas- 
sive ways to solve their problems 
- not guns, knives, or baseball 
bats. He was relaxed, joked with 
the students, and expressed an in- 
terest in some day returning to 
Roosevelt. 

Students felt that Yoba was a 
more effective speaker than any 
politician could ever be. People 
tend not to listen to politicians 
because they appear insincere. 
Yoba is a role model to many 
students, which made it easier for 
them to listen to what he had to 


say. He spoke like many of the 
students, and they could under- 
stand what he had to say. It was 
quite a contrast to the thesaurus- 
using, stuffed-shirt style of many 
politicians. 

I thoroughly enjoyed having 
the chance to meet and talk to 
him. It was obvious that he 
meant what he said, and that 
means a lot to teens today. I can 
only hope that more celebrities 
who feel this way will come out 
and join Yoba’s efforts to stop 
teen violence. 


It appears that Yoba touched 


many of those in attendance. 
Maybe the next time they find 
themselves confronted with a po- 
tentially violent situation, they 
will walk away or talk out their 
differences. As Yoba said, “We 
must check ourselves.”

committee member cannot 
resign from the committee 
and run for another elected 
office within 90 days of the 
annual meeting. Matt 
Amburg indicated that he felt 
there should be a by-law 
change to this effect. 

The candidates, or their 
representatives, were intro- 
duced and each made a brief 
presentation. Members of the 
Nominations and Election 
committee were voted for at 
the meeting. ‘Thus, the three 
current candidates, Julie 
Eichhorst, Robert Snyder and 
Walter Charles Braun, were 
joined by Judy Goldstein and 
Sheila Alpers, who were 
nominated from the floor. 
The five were then elected by 
acclamation. 


Member petitions and by- 
law revisions 

1. The first proposed by- 
law change was an addition 
of wording indicating that 
GHI follows the equal hous- 
ing laws. The addition, “The 
Corporation subscribes to the 
equal housing opportunity 
laws of the state of Maryland 


and the United States,” was” 


added at the advice of GHI 
legal, counsel and was 
adopted. 

2. The second change in- 
volved by-laws that refer to 
the rare instance where a 
person’s membership in GHI 


is terminated. Currently, upon 
appeal, the member can have 
the termination stayed until 
the next annual meeting. 
The’ change would allow the 
Corporation. to call a special 
meeting to discuss the termi- 
nation. Although there was 
much discussion, the general 
feeling was that this was a 
problematic area and that the 
annual meeting was not the 
place to decide on this type 
of issue. This change was 
also adopted. 

3. Next was a member 
petition to change the by- 
laws in the area of loans and 
investments which would al- 
low more diversity in the 
way reserve funds can be in- 
vested. This petition also en- 
gendered considerable discus- 
sion. Member Sheila Alpers 
made a motion to postpone 
discussion until the next an- 
nual meeting and to ask the 
new board to investigate this 
change. The motion to post- 
pone discussion on this issue 
passed, 

4. A member petition re- 
quested an addition to the 
by-laws which specifically 
addresses the quality of 
workmanship in units and 
stating that work performed 
since 1990 must be done to a 
level that satisfies the mem- 
ber. Member Joe Mahew 


suggested that a third party 
be added to have an objective

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Mishkan Torah Honors 
Rabbi Saul & Linda Grife

Mishkan Torah celebrated the 
10th Anniversary of Saul Grife as 
Rabbi on Sunday May 19, at a 
banquet dinner at the Greenbelt 
Marriot followed by entertainment 
and awards. Saul Grife came to 
Mishkan Torah after earning. an 
undergraduate degree from the 
Orthodox Yeshiva University and 
a Masters of Jewish Education 
from the Conservative Jewish 
Theological Seminary. He was 
ordained at the Reconstructionist 
Rabbinical College. His wife, 
Linda, has a‘Masters degree in 
Social Work. 

The Grifes were asked about 
their life in Greenbelt. Rabbi 
Grife spoke thoughtfully in their 
comfortable family living room as 
he reflected. “The last ten years 
at Mishkan Torah have been all 
encompassing. We’ve seen hun- 
dreds of facets of life — a total- 
ity of Jewish experience. We 
have shared entire portions of 
people’s lives, instead of the few 
weeks we might have at camp, or 
the several months at school. We 
are with people while they deal 
with the everyday details, while 
they celebrate achievements and 
while they mourn their losses.” 

Linda added, “This is not a 
job. It is a lifestyle. Mishkan 
Torah is an extension of our fam- 
ily. We live our Judaism. It’s 
home to the kids, observing with 
their friends.” She continued, 
“Barly in our time here, I was 
asked to sit on a panel of 
rebetzins (wives of rabbis). I 
learned that privacy was a real is- 
sue. When I was asked if we 
live in a fishbowl, I said, “Yes, 
and I love it! That’s why I chose 
this life.” 

Rabbi Grife has worked in and 
around a lot of shuls (syna- 
gogues). He said that Mishkan 
Torah is the most “hamish” 
(homelike) and unpretentious. ‘He 
is happy that the congregants’ fo- 
cus is not upon politics, money or 
appearance. “Here, I work with 
people who have good values. 
They are friendly, caring and 
positive, with an emphasis on 
family. We should never take 
this for granted.” 

He added that people go to 
shul to get away from more 
worldly concems. “Our members 
do not judge one another. We 
have individual opinions and we 
express them. But issues that 
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have challenged us have not torn 
us apart, because of our basic 
warmth and respect for one an- 
other.” 

Rebetzin 


Demonstrating that the Grifes | 
practice what they speak, Linda | 


discussed the current controversy 
over the term “rebetzin”. 
said that some consider it subser- 
vient, but she does not. 


I'd still live this way. All my 
roles tie together. I’m a mother, 
wife, social worker, volunteer and 
a person. I can do it all at once 
this way!” 

The Rabbi addressed the issue 
of dual affiliation personally. 
(Mishkan Torah is affiliated with 
the Conservative and _ the 
Reconstructionist movements.) 
“I’ve enjoyed being part of this 
‘family’. It reflects the strength 
of my background in each area. 
Our ideology is more of a warm 
attitude than that of a classic the- 
ology.” 

Together Saul and Linda ex- 
pressed feelings about the last ten 
years. “We thank the congrega- 
tion for rounding out our ‘Jewish 
Quality Life’ and making it 
meaningful. You have to work 
hard to achieve this kind of Juda- 
ism, but being with you has 
made it easy. The support and 
friendship of so many people has 
been tremendously valuable to us 
and our entire family.”
